MAR, 16 IS NEW 
IMPORTANT DAY 
TO COTTON MEN 


The next important date for 
upland cotton producers is the 
March 16 deadline for making 
a choice between the (A) allot- 
ment and the (B) allotment 
for their farms, according to 
Lester Gunter, chairman of the 
County Agricultural Stabiliza 
tion and Conservation Conunil- 
tee, All cotton farm operators 
have been sent a notice of the 
price support levels and a re- 
minder of the (A) and (B) al- 
lotments for their farms, 


Mr, Gunter urged all cotton 
farmers to make their choice 


of cotton allotments by the 
deadline, After that date — all 
farms on which the operator 
has not made a choice will 


have the (A) allotment in ef- 
fect for 1959. This is a require- 
ment of the law and cannot be 
changed by the County ASC 
Committee. Choice (A) farm 
allotments are the regular al- 
lotments. Choice (B) farm cot- 
ton allotments are 40 percent 
larger than the Choice (A) al- 
lotments. Another requirement 
is that a farm operator who 
has more than one farm must 
choose either the (A) cotton al- 
lotment for all the farms he o- 
perates or the (B) allotment 
for all his farms. Mr, Gunter 
Sugeests that an operator who 
has an interest in other farms 
because of leasing, corporate, 
partnership, estate, or other o- 
perating arrangements should 
check with the county ASC of- 
fice to determine his status on 
all the farms,
